In considering the lifeof political prisoners 


in tho fortress of Pctropavlovsk, tho reader 
must bear steadily in mind the fact taut ttio 
men ur.d woman who thus lanffuish for 
months or years Ir. the silent bomb-proof 
casemates of the Trubc-tskoi bastion are all 
persons who havo not had a trial. Their 
case is by no means that of condemned 
criminals undergoing just punishment for 
offenses of which they have bean duly con- 
vietod in a cour; of justice. It is rather 
that of presumably innocent persons, 
deprived 
for 
an 
unreasonable 
lencfth 


of 
timo 
of 
tho 
right 
to 
bo heard 


in self-defense, and treated rooanv.-hilo as 
If ihcir guilt were unquestionable. That a 
very large proportion of the men a;id wom- 
en thrown into prison in Russia upon polit- 
ical charges aro in fact innocent is not a 
matter of opinion, i; is a matter of ofilcial 
rocord. I have shown in aprovio-js paper 
that o-Jt of more than a thousand persons 
arrostcd for alleged participation ia tbo so- 
callod (lrevolutionary propaganda" of 1S73- 
75 only 103 woro ever brought to trial, and 
oven of tbis relatively small number C'O were 
acquitted by a court of judges of the Gov- 
ornniont's 
own selection. 
Kino-tenths, 


therefore, of those prisoners wcro entirely 
innocent, not only of real crime but even o! 
the vajue and shadowy offenses set forth in 
section 250 of tho Russian Penal Code; and 
yet all of thorn were subjected before their 
release to from six months to three years of 
rigorous solitary confinement in the House 
of Preliminary Detention, or in tho damp 
prison sepulchcrs of tho Trubotsltoi bas- 
tion. That a system which brings about 
such 
results 
is 
in

highest de- 


greo arbitrary 
and 
unjust, 
and 
that 


the subjection of presumably innocent per- 
sons 
to two or three years of 
such 


treatment pending tho trial is cruel in tho 
extreme, arc propositions that hardly ad- 
mit of argument. Whether such wrongs 
and cruellies aro adequate to excuse tho 
violent, measures of retaliation adopted by 
the terrorists is.'a question !o which dif- 
ferent answers may be given by diCcreut 
people; but it will, I think, be generally ad- 
mitted that tho confinement of uu innocent 
man for thrco years in a casomuto of [tho 
Trubotskoi bastion under the conditions 
that I havo described, and the final rolcaso 
of such a man without reparation or apol- 
ogy, and perhaps without even tho formal- 
ity of a judicial hearing, constitute extreme 
provocation. Such was tho view taken by 
tho eminent Russian advocate 
Gerard 


when, in tho trial of the regicides at St, 
Petersburg ia 1SS1, ho endeavored to ahow 
t'aat his client Kibalchich had been changed 
from a law-abiding citizen tou revolutionist 
by unjust treatment of precisely tlus char- 
acter; and such was ovidenily the view 
also of tho court, which refused to allow 
Mr. Gerard to finish his statement, and 
which,.'.when ho persisted, informed him 
sharply that tlio Government's treatment 
of iis subjects was '• not 'a matter for his 
judgment." 


Tbut undeserved imprisonment and cruol 


treatment before trial were important fac- 
tors in tho development of tbo Russian rev- 
olution movement c'.carly appears from the 
later history of the ninety prisoners who 
were acquitted at the and of the trial of t.he 
193 in January, 1ST3. According to the judg- 
ment of a court not at all likely to err on 
tho side of clemency, those ninety young 
people wero wholly guili-css of acy ollcnso 
against tho laws. They had not even ren- 
dered thcuiaclvca amenable to tho iJOih 
section of tho Russian Penal Codu by man- 
ifesting " an ir.tcniion to bring about :i 
chnngo of government * - * at a more 
or less rcmoio timo ia iho future," and yet 
they all had been punished with three years 
of tho strictest solitary confinement in Ihc 
Ilouso of Detention or tho Jfutropivlovslc 
fortress and had finally boon denied even 
the poor boon of a public trial in an open 
court, where they might nt least, havo made 
apparent to tho world the injustice from 
which they had suffered The result was 
that which might havo been anticipated. 
Almost every ono of tlie porocns thus pun- 
ished and then found not guilty ultimately 
became a revolutionist, and before 
13S3 


more than a third of them were in Siberia, 
and two of them—Aadro Zhcliaboft and 
Sophia Pcrofskaya—had perished on tho 
scaffold with tho blood of Alexander II. 
upon their hands. 


I do not know a more signincan'. illustra- 


tion than this of ono way ia which revolu- 
tionary impulses in Russia aro excited and 
kept alivo. Tho agencies which transformed 
these innocent young people into revolu- 
tionists.were unwarranted arrest, denial 
for an unreasonable length of timo the right 
to bo hoard in their own defense, and pro- 
longed imprisonment under conditions that 
threatened to deprive thorn ol health, sanity 
or life. Three years—two years—or even 
ono year of solitary confinement in a case- 
mate of tho Trubotskoi bastion is quilo 
enough to embitter aad exasperate to tho 
last dogroo a consciously innocent man; 
and if to such unjust imprisonment bo 
added tho loss of a brother, sister, wife or 
friend in prison before trial, tho transfor- 
mation oC tho surviving sufferer into a rev- 
olutionist becomes at ftast an understanda- 
ble phenomenon. 


A Darwinian Exnmplc. 


A remarkable case, of disease is at pres- 


ent engrossing tho attention of medical 
men in Austria. Thero is lying at tho hos- 
pital of the city of Ischl a patient afflicted 
with a bony excrescence protruding from 
between tho lower cervical vertebra!:. Tbe 
excrescence has tho form ot a horn, and is 
round and straight, with a diameter o£ one 
and a half inches. It has grown to a Icnglh 
ol'about eight inches, and would probably 
havo beon much longer by this time but 1'or 
Iho fact that tho point was bro'.;cn off sev- 
eral times to bo sent to the pathologic in- 
stitute of Vienna for examination. Thero is 
no feeling In tho horn, the breaking off of 
iho points, which tho patient did lurasclr, 
causing him no pain whatever. At the root 
whoro the horn is attached to tho spinal col- 
umn it is soft and movable, but it rapidly 
grows hard and is like bone at a short dis- 
tance from tho root.

shall, on tba first Monday of over 
month, inspect tho medical dispensary 
and seo that it is kept in proper order 
and that good medicines are regularly 
supplied; and shall report all neglect 
and improprieties on these subjects to th 
board of directors at their nest monthly 
meeting. 


ARTICLE 10. Each atcendiJg physi- 


cian shall, at tha close of bis attendance 
report, jn a book kept for 'that purpose 
tho general loondition of the hospita 
during that period, and tbo report slial 
state whether the oilicera and nurses have 
discharged their duties with skill am 
fidelity, and whether the patients have 
beon treated with humanity, and shal 
contain such suggestions and remarks as 
shall appear to them to be useful. 


ABTIOLE 12, They shall examine every 


patient admitted and furnish to tho di- 
rectors & certificate setting forth their 
opinions as to the 'propriety of such ad- 
mission, and on this certificate the direol 
ors may order hie or her retention or 
discharge. 


AHTIOLE 13. The attending physi- 


cians shall regulate tho diet of the pa- 
tients, and their orders in this pedicular 
shall be strictly observed by tho em- 
ployes of the institution; nor shall any 
visitor, curse or other parson procure for 
the patients any article of food or re- 
freshment without the permission of the 
attending medical officer.

ore their application, unless by consent 
of the board of directors, nor can any pa- 


be retained longer than two months 


without a special vote of the board, No 
nfsotuous or contagious disease can be 
admitted. 


ARTICLE 2. All persons suffering from 


/ecent accident or injury shall be received 
nto tho hospital without tho usual form 
if application. 


ABTTCLE 3. Application for tho sdmifl- 


ion of pay patients must be made to tbo 
iresident cr secretary, ob whose certifi- 
cate they shall be receives into the hos- 
pital, and they shall take such eecurities 
ia may be required. 


Tho price of board and medical atten- 


lanoo in ordinary cases,for private rooms 
and general wards, shall be su^h as the 
iirectors any determine, and the same 
ball be paid semi-monthly. 
AETIOLE 4, Any patient desiring a 


>hysician or 8 surgeon of a different 
obool of medicine from that from which 
he medical board is constituted, sbbll

trition as he or she prefers, provided it 
an bo done without expense to the hos- 
jital association.

ABIIOLE G. Overseers ena directors of 


tho poor, any chmoh, order, benevolent 
society or corporation, may obtain ad- 
mission for persons under their care, pro- 
vided their cases are such as ai e approved 
by the directors and attending physicians, 
In all snob oases arrangements must be 
made for tbe payment ot whatever rate 
ot charge for boarding determined upon, 
ond give security for the payment of the 
same.

medicine, are properly objects of relief 
from directors of the poor and publio 
Charity. 


1. Patients becoming convalescent are 


to be discharged by the attending physi- 
cian as soon as possible, that trieir places 
may be filled by some other afflicted per- 
son. 


Patients giving a wrong representation 


of themselves, their circumstances, their 
disorders, or otherwise, to gain admis- 
sion, and wbo, after being admitted, are 
found to havtt any disorder not consid 
ered pronor, are to be discharged. 


No charity patient is to be continued 


longer than two month?, except upon tbe 
recommendation of the medical officers 
that a more lengthened period will essen- 
tially conduce to the patient's health. 
Exceptions to tbis rulo are those oasos of 
lingering disease, where death is inevi- 
table.

AHTICLI: 1. On Tuesdoys and Fridayo 


from 10 a. m. to 4 p. m, fnenls may be 
admitted to visit patiouts.it being under- 
stood that no patient shall receive more 
than one visitor at a time, [and that no 
female patient bo visited by a male friend 
other than her father, son, husband or 
brother, or snch clergyman residing in 
the county as she may desire.

article of food be famished to patients 
by such visitor, without the permission 
pf the medical attendant, iu his absence, 
oE the matron. 


AiiTiOLu5. Clergymen residing iu the 


county, of all denominations, exospt in
